and  chesae,  organized  by  virtue  of  this  act* 
may  commence  buiineai  with  a  paid  up 
capital  ‘dofrfc  ot  one  thousand  dollars.

sen tial  ingredient  or  forma  a  component 
part  within  the  distance  of  a  <] mirier  of  a 
mile  from  may  town,  city*  village  or  house 
of  public  worship?  or  within  the  distance 
ot  &  qurrter  of  a  mile  from  any  inhabited 
house  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 
the  occupant  or  occupuuu  of  such  inhabi¬ 
ted  house  *s  aforesaid  ;  and  every  person  at 
company  an  offending  against  the  provis¬ 
ions  oi  this  act  ahull  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor*  and  on  coftfridtitm  thereof 
shall  he  liable  to  it  fine  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars,
